“We're waiting to find possibly 
another buyer,” said Cliff Ewing, 
the station’s program director and 
one of its announcers. lt was Ewing 
who signed the station off Friday 
afternoon. 

Ewing said the station began 
broadcasting about 1970. 

“It’s been under three owner- 
ships, and is presently owned by 
Ferguson Broadcasting,” Ewing 
said, adding that WKEG is the com- 
pany’s only radio operation.

an end at some point.” As to the 
other employees’ reaction, Ewing 
said they were, “None too happy, 
but obeying directives basically.” 
He said the station employed about 
nine people. 

Other WKEG employees were 
rather glum as they were packing 
up their personal effects Friday af- 
ternoon, but declined to comment 
on the station's closing. 

When the station began opera- 
tions, its studios were in a mobile 
home at the base of the transmitter 
on McClane Farm Road. The studio 
was moved to the Carpet and Drap- 
ery Warehouse building on East 
Walnut Street about five years ago, 
and then to North Main Street in 
June 1988. 

Ewing, who joined the station 
about four years ago, said he 
learned about the decision to close 
down the station while he was on 
vacation last week. 

“T found out last Friday,” he 
said, adding that he was scheduled 
to return from his vacation this 
weekend. 

“When 1 heard the word J had to 
come back,” Ewing said. “I was 
rather surprised to have to rush 
back from my vacation to find us 
closing down.”

Kermit Geary provided the following information about another of NRC“s long-time 
members ... 

WilliamJ. Prater, one of the NRC old-timers, died of a heart attack on August ll, 
1989, at Dallas, PAat the age of 70. DX ing fromGrimsley, TN, Bill started his verie 
collection in 1933, and, except while serving in WWII, was active in the NRC until 1960, 
amassing about 3,400 veries, including one fromJapan. He spent some time at WCLC-1260 
and conducted an NRC D& program on January 6, 1958, for which he was the verie signer. 

Acoal miner, Bill became a union field representative and was charged by UMW 
president W. A. "Tony" Boyle to help in obtaining $20,000 to pay the hired assassins of 
union dissident Joseph "Jock" Yablonski, his wife, and Gauther at Clarksville, PAin 
1969. He was convicted in 1973 and sentenced to three life terms, serving time in Federal 
prisons in Terre Haute, IN; Atlanta, GA; Springfield, MO; and Lexington, KY. 

Ke resumed DX ‘ing in 1982 while at Terre Haute, rejoined the NRC, and continued to 
lkog and verify his catches during subsequent transfers. Upon receiving a federal 
parole in 1988, Bill was extradited to Pennsylvania and imprisoned in state institutions 
at Pittsburgh and Dallas, PA. Although confined to a wneelchair since 1983, he was an 
active i)X er until the end despite the limited facilities available in prison, amassing 
agrand total of around 4,000 veries. 

He 18 survived by his wife, Maxine, of LaFollette, TN, and seven children. R. 1. P.

Valdosta, GA heard with CHR and Power 96 non-IDs; heard before tentatively but fin- 
ally enough info. Heard them also in Myrtle Beach, SC last March on trop, over WKML. 
Then came the big day, July 4: 38 new stations logged, only the highlights here: 

1700 90.3-Cuba first FM heard that day, Spanish, 1721 WLAZ-93.5 Naples, FL with local 
ads and “Lazer” non-IDs, ex-WRGI, never heard with those calls, though. 1735 WLKC- 
93.5 St. Marys, GA with CWM, I believe, and "KC-93" non-IDs. 1736 WMMZ-93.7 Ocala, FL 
with CHR, "Z-93.7" non-IDs, over local WBLK-93.7 Depew-Buffalo! 1740 WZZR-92.7 Stuart, 
FL, 1740 WGTR-97.3 Miami with AOR and "GTR" non-IDs, over local CJEZ, 1745 WIJY-107.9 
Hilton Head, SC with "Joy 108" and light rock via satellite (likely Format 41 from 
Transtar, same feec WRLT-1430/100.1 and KRJY-96.3 receives-eh).

KU station fined $2,500 
for promotional lines

LAWRENCE (AP) — The non- 
commercial student radio station at 
the University of Kansas has been 
fined $2.500 by the Federal] Commu- 
nications Commission for airing pro- 
motional messages in the last two 
years. 

FCC attorney Roger Holberg said 
Monday the fine was levied after 
several discussions with officials of 
the Schoo! of Journalism, which runs 
FM station KJHK. 

Tim Mensendiek, the station’s 
newly appointed general manager 
and faculty adviser, said the school 
will not appeal the fine. He said the 
violations would not happen again. 

“I think we’ve solved the prob- 
lem,” Mensendiek said. ''The stu- 
dents understand that it’s a serious 
situation.” 

Holberg said FCC regulations 
were violated when the station 
broadcast messages from program 
sponsors that promoted businesses. 
Messages on non-commercial 
stations are not supposed to include 
a call to action, price or any type of 
comparison with other products or 
businesses, he said. 


One message that Holberg said vi- 
olated FCC guidelines was: “Still 
putting off that decision to buy a 
computer? Come to Computerark.” 

The FCC received the first com- 
plaints about the station’s underwrit- 
ing messages in the spring of 1988. 

In all, 24 messages were identified 
as violating FCC rules. 

The FCC could have fined the 
school $2,000 for each violation, in- 
cluding each time the messages 
were broadcast, Holberg said. 

In a written statement, Max Ut- 

sler, head of the school’s radio-TV 
division, said several new policies 
should prevent improper messages 
from being broadcast in the future. 
_ The radio station's management 
ihas been disrupted in the last year 
‘by a struggle between ‘students and 
faculty over programming, which in- 
cludes music generally not heard on 
commercial stations. 

In June, the dean of the school of 
journalism, Mike Kautch, moved to 
tighten control of the station by im- 
posing a set of new guidelines. Those 
guidelines included a review and ap- 
proval of promotions, shows, play 
lists and interviews by management, 
creation of a new programming ad-

visory board; anyone not enrolled in 
a journalism course would have to 
sign a participation contract when 
accepting an appointment at the sta- 
tion. 

However, the measures threatened 
to cost the station essential Student 
Senate funding, which is $36,000 for 
fisca] 1990. 

An agreement reached by journal- 
ism faculty and Student Senate lead- 
ers about two weeks later in June 
resolved the problem. 4 

The faculty agreed to alter its 
statement of organizational and op- 
erational requirements to eliminate 
course prerequisites for station man- 
agement jobs, ensuring that the sta- 
tion is open to participation by non- 
journalism students.

Dial 93.5 


My best week of the year which is vacationing in the 
beautiful town of Gorham, New Hampshire, and climbing mountains, 
has resulted in some news for us. Sadly, little WBRL-1400 is 
silent. The signs are gone from the office building which it 
shared with a couple of insurance agents. The small tower is 
still located on a hill north of downtown Berlin. I guess that 
satellite-fed radio (live assist during drive times) did not cut 
it in this mill town of 12,000 people. Meanwhile, former 
competitor WMOU-1230 is back on the air after years of FM only 
operation. They are operating from their studio at 38 Glen 
Avenue, the format is satellite-fed oldies with A(i) news on the 
hour and a real live announcer during drive times. Yep, with a 
Berlin accent, instead of the 50,000 watt voice of somebody in 
New York or Los Angeles.

Ice, snow, 
hail, wind (the strongest gust of wind ever to be recorded 
occurred there, in 1934...a balmy 231 MPH!) and other tropical 
conditions made an easy operation difficult. WZPK is one of two 
FM'ers on the summit...WHOM-FM (Ex WMTW) has a much shorter 
tower, and the new station had to locate its element over it to 
eliminate interference. WBRL-1400 - what a nice Christmas 
present!!! I would move it to 11-something, go directional, 
format CWM, get 10KW, and serve the entire 20,000 population 
North Country with CWM and heavy. local and state news.

And Mike Ehler writes from 
Cincinnati that Elvis-programmed WCVG-1320, Covington, KY, has 
dropped its Elvis format (which never made the Arbitrons, but 
attracted world attention) for (ugh!)

Ohio radio station pulls plug 


on all-Elvis Presley format

— Elvis fans signed a long-term mortgage on Heart- 
break Hotel yesterday when the first ail-Elvis radio 
station, WCVG-AM in Milford, 0., checked out for good. 

On the 12th anniversary of Elvis Presley's death, the 
Clermont County radio station that surprised the coun- 
try by going all-Elvis on Aug 1 last year severed a 
symbolic cable that kept Presley alive on the air with 
a Milford Fire Department ax. 

The all-Elvis station, apparently the only one 
remaining in the country, was replaced by the Busi- 
ness Radio Network, a 24-hour business news and 
features service that will be bounced by satellite to 
WCVG from Colorado Springs, Colo., where the service 
originates. 

WCVG general manager Rodney Williams said the 
decision to dump the format, which was copied by 
other radio stations, was made for business reasons. 

“Economics dictated our decision. It was nice as a 
curiosity buy (for advertisers) for the first few months 


that it was on the air,” said Williams. He said advertis- 
ing revenue didn't justify retaining the format. 

Williams said there was no way lo measure precisely 
how many listeners the station had during the last few 
months. 

“It was a small but faithful, loyal group thal was 
vociferous in its love for Elvis,” he said. 

One of those fans was Jane Rexroat. 47, of West 
Chester, 0.. who dabbed her eyes with a tissue as 
program director Mike Monahollen took a couple of 
swipes at the cable with the ax as Elvis crooned “My 
Way” over the speaker. 

“Today of all days — | think it’s in bad taste," 
Rexroat said, referring to the fact the decision was 
announced on the anniversary of Elvis’ death. “There 
are other radio stations. | won't quit. [ think we 
deserve that much,” she said. 

WHOS-AM, in Decatur, Ala., ran an all-Elvis format 
from October 1988 to February 1989. Why did it 
change? 

Said a spokesman: “We were just tired of hearing 
Elvis.”
